• McGee (US Patent 6,393,468) teaches a modified web server comprises a 
session manager which intercepts all incoming requests form clients for web 
pages and each request incorporates a token which the session manager 
compares with tokens which are stored in the session store, whereas Sutter 
(US Patent 6,446,092) teaches an independent distributed database system 
comprising a plurality of sites wherein all users at all sites work offline with 
local data and all application transactions are against the local database and 
every site stores only the data it needs, Forbes et al. (US Patent 6,381 ,742) 
teaches a software package manager uses a distribution unit containing 
components for a software package and a manifest file that describes the 
distribution unit to manage the installation, execution and installation of 
software packages on a computer.
